It is claimed that during the past year 
ftty head of horses lun'c perished in 
fire's, nnd died from disease, causinj a to- 
tal loss of $10,000 which averages the 
animals at $200 a piece.

been overestimated. 


Stock insurance companies arc doing 


a tremendous business in Kacine. 
All 


the coal men, contractors OJK! manufac- 
turers using large numbers of 
horses 


have their animals insured, while there 
arc a score of other policies held here. 
It is claimed that the premium of each 
horso amounts to $10 a year, which is 
considered too coilly :ia investment. It 
is estimated that there are. at least 300 
work horse* owned by the contractors, 
coal men nnd manufacturers in the, city, 
horses that are insured, aggregating a 
total cost of $",000 on premiums each 
year.

Mr. 
Birdsnll's 


loss was never paid. The ontaide com- 
panies only insure against sickness and 
death. They havo thrir own voterinnr- 
i»s who doctor all animals reported sick. 
The owners of horses uro not permitted 
to even administer any kind of medi- 
cine when a horse is sick, but they roust 
call the veterinary. One of the contrac- 
tors stated Saturday eve.ning he could 
have saved n. couple of his animals had 
he been permitted to treat the horsoi 
before tho doctor arrived, but (.his hfl 
was afruid to do for fenr the, animals 
would die and th™ he would be out of 
his insurance. 


By forming a local company 
all of 


these disadvantages can be done away 
with and several thousand dollars sav- 
ed in. mutual protection. Another point 
about the oustidfl companies, they will 
not insure a horse for less thun $00. By 
forming a home company they ens stipu- 
late anv amount and can have other 
rules mul regulations that will prove 
of more mutual benefit.

Some interesting statistics regarding 


the presence of tuberculosis In British 
herds are given in a bulletin issued 
by the bureau ot animal Industry. The 
animals tested were those engaged for 
exportation to this country In 3901 and 
1902 and numbered 1,065, representing 
eleven breeds. Of these 230 head, or 
13.D per cent, were rejected as tubcr- 
cnlous. This is a bad enough record 
for British stock, but It would be much 
worse were the Channel island cattle 
excluded from the count. OC the 377 
cattle which came direct from the Isles 
of Jersey and Guernsey only one was 
rejected, and this was a doubtful case. 
But of the Guernseys from Great Brit- 
ain 19.3 per cent and of the Jerseys 
54.76 per cent wore tuberculous. 


This ought to effectually dispose of 


the idea that a disposition to tubercu- 
losis Is Inherent lu Jerseys, for in their 
native land it seems to b« unknown, 
says Stockman and Farmer. 
As to 


Britain's troubles we are willing to 
leave them to the British. We have 
others nearer home. All wo need to do 
is to give our catUe plenty of sunlight 
and fresh air, cold ns well as warm, 
and the disease will not trouble them. 
Ee careful also as to tho origin of new 
members of the herd, and if there is 
any suspicion of danger resort to tha 
best means of finding it out. Common 
sense management, light und air are 
the sure foes of disease of all liinds. 


Feed Dolry COTTH Liberally. 


Dairymen often forget 
that more 


than half the feed given a cow must go 
for maintenance. From this there are 
of course no direct returns. To get a 
large flow of milk the ration must be 
liberal. The best dairy cow Is nearly 
always n big eater. Give ber plenty 
of good food and a variety.

| three meals a day by natural method 


until they get a fair start. I usually 
sprinkle n little salt upon the calf as 
soon as It in dropped in order that the 
mother may lap it dry and be the 
readier for her warm drink a little 
later. If the weather Is cold I talie 
the calf to warmer quarters immedi- 
ately and rob it dry with a cloth, be- 
ginning at once to feed by hand. A 
quart of the mother's milk three times 
a day Is enough for the first week. 
All milk fed for the first three months 
Is warmed to blood heat or given fresh 
from 
the cow.—Thomas Hallls in

Expires of Typhoid Fever in 


Thirty-Third Year. 


EIGHT YEARS EMPLOYES 


WITH CAEEiAGE COMPANY 


Myrtitvis Miller, Well Known Tel- 


egrapher Breathes His Last This 


Morning; — Mrs. Guatave 


Avodt is Dead. 


The community was shocked and 


pained this morning when 
it 
became 


known that Frank Richardson, one of 
the best known young men in the city, 
was dead, having expired at 8 o'clock 
last evening at the family residence, 
132H College avenue, of typhoid fever. 


About two weeks ago Mr. Richardson 


felt indisposed and only a few days ago 
developed symptoms of typhoid pneu- 
monia. A physician was called and ev- 
erything possible done, but it was too 
late; death ended his sufferings. 


Frank Richardson was born in 
the 


town of Mt. Pleasant on March 1, 1870. 
He received his education attending the 
district schools and for a few years was 
employed by the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
Pt. Paul railway company. Eight years 
ago ho accepted a position with the Ra- 
cine Wagon & Carriage company, now 
the Racine-Sattley company, and for the 
past few years has held the responsible 
position as city salesman. By his gen- 
ial and happy disposition he made hosts 
of friends and was held in 
the 
very 


highest regard by the community 
at 


large and his employes. He is survived 
]iy a wife, one daughter, a father, sister 
and brother. 


Funeral services will be held from the 


house Wednesday afternoon at 2 o'clock.

"Thirty" came as a final summons to 


Myrtitus Millar, one of the best known 
Associated Press telegraph operators in 
the northwest, who died at 
an early 


hour this morninj at his home, 411 St. 
Patrick street, of a complication of dis- 
eases, aged 30 years . Mr. Miller had 
liccn nilinjj for the past three months, 
but it was not believed until two weeks 
ago that his sickness was dangerous. 


Deceased was born in New Mexico, 


and when a young man learned the tel- 
egraph business. For many yrara he was 
a resident of St. Paul nnd Minneapolis, 
Minn., -and at one time a commission 
man of note in the state of Indiana, but 
owing to an accident in that part of 
the country, breaking his leg, he was 
obliged to give up a prosperous busi- 
ness. 


In many cities of the country he was 


employed by the Associated Press as 
telegraph operator and was considered 
one of th« fastest senders and receivers 
in the employe of that prent Associa- 
tion. He was also accurate and intelli- 
gent and the neatness of his reports 
were marvels of completeness. 


Nearly two yrars ago he came to Ra- 


cine and accepted a position as Associat- 
ed Telegraph operator with the Daily 
Journal, and remained until last spring, 
when he resigned to accept a position 
with Sullivan & Company, commission 
merchants, afterward, E. Jones, and only 
recently was appointed manager of the 
business. 


Mr. Miller, although not very 
well 


known in Racine, was a

and generous man and made

Something over a 
year ago he married Miss Bertha Schelp. 
Previous to that he was married 
at 


Minneapolis, his first wife dying some 
years ago. Two children were born by 
this wife, who with his present wife, one 
child and a mother survive him. When 
the news of Mr. Miller's death was flash- 
ed over the Associated Press wires, 
there was regret all along the line for 
he was known to nearly every operator 
of note in the service. Arrangements 
for the funeral will be made later.

TEAMSTERS STRIKE; 


BACK WAGES DUE 


Twenty-Five Employed Hauling 


Sugar Beets at Corliss Ee- 


iase to Continue Work 


Unless Paid. 


Twenty-five teamsters employed by 


the Wisconsin Beet & Sugar company at 
Corliss, went on. a strike for back pay 
this morning, and the shipping of thou- 
sands of bushels of beets and cabbage 
daily, is completely stopped. 


Ifc appears that during the past six 


weeks there has been any amount of 
trouble at this point in regard to men 
receiving their pay. Less than two 
weeks ago a dozen or more men came to 
the city.and wanted to engage an attor- 
ney to assist them in securing what was 


due, 
but the amounts were so S7nall that 


litigation was not deemed advisable. 


Another instance occurred where two 


young men went to get their pay from a 
contractor and the contractor pulled a 
gun and chased them off the farm. He 
was arrested nnd fined $5 and costs. 
Many men and women who caine from 
Michigan to work quit on account of the 
poor pay and returned to their homes. 


$2,500 DUE THE MEN. 


The teamsters have been working all 


seaBon at 
the rate of $4 per day, 


and now claid two weeks' pay. 
One 


week ago they organized and this morn- 
ing struck and refused to do a stroke 
of 
work unless paid. It is 
estimated 


that there is due the men about $1,200. 
The strike leaves the beet company in 
bad shape, for the reason there are sev- 
eral hundred acres of beets on the farm 
lands and cannot be gathered and ship- 
ped without the teamaters haul them. 


Mr. Faulkner, a representative of the 


Wisconsin Beet and Sugar company, has 
arrived at Corliss and is making an ef- 
fort to compromise with the strikers, 
who positively refuse to continue work 
unless their pay is guaranteed. 


A telephone report this afternoon says 


a settlement has been effected and the 
men have returned to work.

It is claimed that during the past year 
fifty "head of horses have perished in 
fires and died from disease, causing a to- 
tal loss of $10,000 which averages the 
animals at $200 a piece. Horses arc 
valuable nowadays and the loss has not 
been overestimated. 


Stock insurance companies are doing 


a tremendous business in Racine. All 
the coal men, contractors and manufac- 
turers using large numbers of 
horses 


hare their animals insured, while there 
arc a score of other policies held here. 
It is claimed that the premium of each 
horso amounts to $10 a year, which is 
considered too costly an investment. 
It 


is estimated that there are at least 300 
work horses owned by the contractors, 
coal men and manufacturers in the city, 
horses that a.re insured, aggregating a 
total cost of $3,000 on premiums each 
year. 
By forming a mutual company 


this expense can be greatly reduced, 
thus giving the investors much less ex- 
pense. 


HEAVY LOSS THIS YEAR. 


An effort was made once before 
to 


form a company of this kind, but some- 
how the 
project 
fell through us the 


people did not realize the saving it would 
be to them. The Reichcrt Construction 
company lost seven horses the p»st sum- 
mer months. The most severe loss fell 
to Richard Birdsall who had

perhaps more. The plan of the promot- 
ers is to operate the company on an 
assessment basis, assessing each member 
a certain percentage every time a loss 
is reported. This money cms. be collect- 
ed at the end of the year from the mem- 
bers or semi-annually just an the officers 
of the company see fit. There will be 
enough money in the treasury to meet 
immediate demands. 


INSURED AGAINST FIRE. 


Horse insurance at $10 a head was 


cheap this year for some of the policy 
holders. 
Another great advantage by 


forming a local organisation 
is that 


horses can be insured against fire. The 
outside stock companies don't insure 
against fire: therefore 
Mr. 
BirdsalPa 


loss was never paid. The ontaidc com- 
panies only insure against sickness and 
death. They have- their own vcterinar- 
ies who doctor all animals reported sick 
The owners of horses are not permitted 
to even administer any kind of medi- 
cine when a horse is sick, but they must 
call the veterinary. One of the contrac- 
tors stated Saturday evening he could 
have saved n, couple of his animals had 
he been permitted to treat the horsct 
before tha doctor arrived, but this h 
was afraid to do for fear the nnimala 
would die and then he would be out o1 
his insurance. 


By forming a local company all of 


these disadvantages can be done away 
with and several thousand dollars sav- 
ed in mutual protection. Another point 
about the oustide companies, they wil 
not insure a horse for less than $60. By 
forming a home company they can stipu- 
late any amount and can have other 
rules and regulations that will prove 
of more mutual benefit.

Children of Mrs. Aana Bn*ns Make Last De- 


spairing Effort to Find Missing Woman. 
A final search will be made tomorrow 


through Racine county in hopes of find- 
ing Mrs. Anna Burns, who 
has been 


missing from her home, Oil St. Paul av- 
enue, 
Milwaukee, since September 3. 


Mrs. Burns is a relative of Thomas Fa- 
gen of this city. 


"It is our last effort to find our moth- 


er,' said John Burns yesterday after- 
noon. "We are now advertising with 
posters, offering a reward for informa- 
tion as to her whereabouts. If this 
fails, I do not know what we will do 
next. My sisters refuse to believe she 
is dead, and say they will insist she is 
alive until her body is found. We have 
done everything in our power to locate 
her, 
but thus far have not been able to 


find one clue that might assist us in 
finding her. We do not know how much 
money she had when she left, but we 
think she had ten cents, not enough to 
enable her to wander far on that alone." 


"The posters which have been printed 


as the last resort, are about 2x3 feet iu 
dimensions, in black and white.

Robert Mutter left for the state prison 
at Waupun, having in charge Charles 
Nelson, who is to serve four years for 
burglarizing the S. & H, Department 
store, and Emil Peterson, who assault- 
ed Miss Margaret Johnson near the Ra- 
cine Pure Milk plant Thursday night. 
Both men were handcuffed together and 
the officer was accompanied on his trip 
by District; Attorney Elmer Gittins. 


Peterson claimed yesterday morning 


that he had no recollection of having 
assaulted Miss Johnson for the reason 
that he was intoxicated and said- that 
he was very sorry if he did such a 
thing. When placed in the sweat-box 
and questioned by Chief of Police Pfis- 
tcr, however, he admitted that he had 
committed the assault and cried like a 
baby. 
His brother was with him and 


made a plea to let him off easy as it 
was the first time he had ever been in 
trouble. 


STORY OF ASSAULT. . 


It developed that Miss Johnson, the 


girl assaulted, was on her way home 
at the time. 
Two other 
girls 
were 


with her, but they left her and she 
started north. Petersen was sitting on 
the porch of a house where his sweet- 
heart resides. When he saw Miss John- 
son go away alone he jumped up and 
followed her. In a very dark place he 
attacked and threw her into a ditch. 
She screamed and fought for her honor. 
Mr. Carls, watchman at the milk plant, 
heard her cries and ran to her assis- 
tance. 
He grabbed hold of Petersen, 


but being a cripple with only one foot, 
he was unable to hold the follow and he 
jerked away and ran. Later he was 
found sitting on the same porch where 
his girl lives. The watchman and also 
Miss Johnson easily identified him. 


ENTERED PLEA OF GUILTY. 


After making a clean breast of the 


affair, Petersen decided that he would 
plead guilty. 
He was 
taken 
be-fore 


Judge Smieding. The brother 
of 
the 


prisoner made an eloquent plea for him 
and spoke of his previous good charac- 
ter and the district attorney said a few 
words. 
Judge Smieding then put the 


usual questions and gave the young man 
some good advice and sentenced him to 
the state prison at Wanpun for a term 
of one and a half years. 


It is understood that Petersen was 


married to a girl in this city when 21 
years old, that ho left her and went to 
Hockford, 111., and that she secured a di- 
vorce and he came back. 


HARDENED IN CRIME.

serve four years, is certainly a harden- 
ed young criminal. 
The morning the 


burglary was committed he was on the 
roof. 
The police hoard the noise and 


made an investigation, but decided it 
was a cat. 
Nelson said it was lucky 


they did not discover him. for he had a 
gun and was ready to shoot the first 
oflicer who put in an appearance. 


Last night his mother called at the 


jail to bid him good-bye. It was a sad 
farewell for the mother who cried bit- 
terly, but the son showed 
no 
feeling 


whatever, not even when she kissed him 
through the bars and staggered away 
from the cage, crying as if her poor 
heart would, break. His 
only 
words 


were: 
"Well, I am going to behave 


myself and get all the good time I can 
at the prison and when I come out I 
will try to do better."

Nothing was said about 
n feeling of discouragement among those 
going away being responsible for thtir 
leaving. Many members of the "host" 
received a shock today when they wwe 
informed by the railway companies that 
their tickets would have to be used dur- 
ing the early part'of next week. It has 
been understood, it in said, that all the 
tickets were good for two weeks, but 
now it is sftii that most oi them will 
have to return several days sooner or 
lose their transportation.

In 1824' the United States and Russia 
egotiated a treaty iu which it was 
greed that no Americans should settle 
orth of 54:40 north latitude, and no 
lussian subjects south of that line'ex- 
uded eastward from the mouth of the 
'ortland canal. 


In 1825 Russia and Great Britain sign- 
d a treaty in which Portland canal was 
iode the boundary between the Ameri- 
an possessions of the two nations. In 
his treaty Russia agreed 
to latitude 


4:40 as the limit 
of her extension 


outhward, and left the United States 
nd Great Britain to settle the dispute 
B to the ownership of the territory be- 
ween the mouth 
of Portland 
canal 


54:40) and the Columbia river. 
For nearly twenty years there was 


oint occupation of the territory in dis- 
ute. Then came, in 1844, a, popular 


uprising in the United States, demand- 
ng the retention of all the Oregon coun- 
ry up to the Russian boundary, and in- 
luding the valleys of the Columbia and 
lie Fraser rivers. The campaign cry of 
,844 was "84:40 or fljjht," and Polk was 
ilected president on that iesue. 


The Polk administration at first took 


a firm stand in favor of not yielding an 
nch of territory south of Portland can- 
al, but Great Britain, claiming all the 
,/erritory north of the Columbia river, 
ipenly prepared for war, and in 1846 a 
ompromise was agreed upon in which 
.he parallel of 40 degrees w»s fixed as 
he boundary between American and 
British territory. 


If the idea of Stephen A. Douglas m« 


•o the Monroe doctrine on ths Pacific 
:onst had prevailed, if Senator Allen of 
Ohio had been the leader of the Demo- 
xatic majority in congress, there would 
lave been no yielding to Great Britain, 
ind our coast lino on the Pacific wo-nld 
extend now from Mexico to the Arctic 
ocean. B\it the views of Calhoun and 
Buchanan prevailed, and we inherited 
now boundary controversies. 


The contention of Canada in the Alas- 
an boundary dispute was that a line 


parallel with 54:40 would not give the 
mouth of the Portland canal to the Un- 
ted States. The Alaska 
tribunal has 


decided otherwise, and has 
authorita- 


tively defined the boundary in Portland 
canal, so there can be no controversy in 
the future. 


There should have been no yielding on 


the part of the United States in 1840. 
If the republic had been as strong then 
as it is today, England would not have 
pressed the point to the, issue of war. 
We hare settled the Alaskan boundary 
in tho right way, because we have pur- 
su»d the right policy. Had we pursued 


definite and courageous policy as to 


the Oregon boundary there would have 
been no Alaskan boundary dispute.

that outside a very few articles no man- 
ufacturer could sell in foreign markets 
cheaper because the margin of profits 
does not exceed ten per cent. Since the 
trust owns its own resources of supply 
far raw material, the complaints made 
of Europe buying its needs in steel and 
iron from Americans cheaper than ea.n 
Americans buy from Americans, tho ob- 
jections raised by such men as this Mr. 
Fetzer are bound to increase. 


It is charged by this secretary of the 


Middletown, Ohio, concern that the ship 
merger promoters explained to the for- 
eign powers interested, that "the pri- 
mary purpose was to greatly advance 
freight carrying rates upon outside steel 
and iron, thus limiting the steel consum- 
ing industries of the United States and 
protect the monopolies of 
this 
steel 


trust in America." 
The primary pur- 


pose of a protective tariff is that Am- 
ericans may keep out foreign produc-

A PnoGllESSIVE MINISTER. 


Rev. 
Judson Titsworth, the oapabie 


pastor of tho Plymouth Congregational 
church of Milwaukee, has views. This 
reverend not only preaches tho gospel 
of Christ, but further preaches the gos- 
pel of fairness among men, and believes 
the religion he preaches should, be above 
tho meagreness, the closeness with which 
some would invest it, and lifted up so 
high as to command much more thor- 
oughly the respect of the world. He op- 
poses all this bogging business, the 
claim members of the cloth should re- 
ceive concessions above their follow men 
and thinks the "D. H." style should be 
abolished. Further 
ho firmly 
believes 


there is no reason churches should not 
be advertised, that is he believes in ad- 
vertising and paying for that advertis- 
ing as do others. 


This worthy minister was interviewed 


the other day after he Imd commenced 
the advertising of his services and ex- 
pressed himself freely as follows: 


"I believe that tho church ought to 


pav the same price for the same space 
that would be asked of any other busi- 
ness concern. It was a matter of prin- 
ciple. My attitude on this subject is 
well known. I am strongly opposed to 
all special concessions to the church and 
to tho clergy. I travel on interchange- 
able mileage, which anyone can secure. 
I never use ministerial discounts of any 
kind, and I advocate tho paying of taxes 
on church property. The church 
and 


the state arc entirely 
separate, 
and 


there is no reason why the church should 
not stand on its own feet. 


"Clergymen and churches will never 


earn the respect of the world until they 
merit their own respect. 
They 
will 


never occupy the position 
of dignity 


which they should occupy until they 
themselves exercise that 
independence 


which entitles thorn to the respectful 
consideration and esteem of the world 
at largo. If a. minister is willing to ac- 
cept gifts instead of a salary, ho may 
be sure that gifts are what ho will get, 
and he will not get his full share by any 
means. 


I have no patience with the syco- 


phantish, supplicautish 
attitude 
of 


many clergymen and churches. I know 
of no special reason why they arc en- 
titled to courtesies which other people 
do not receive and I have never coun- 
tenanced their eternal bogging for fa- 
vors. I believe they ought to pay for 
their announcements of 
their Sunday 


services which arc now published gratu- 
itously by the city press. I sec no rea- 
son why the newspapers should give this 
valuable 
advertising space to 
the 


churches." 


The above proves the Rev. Judson 


Titsworth has ideas. May it 
not be 


through 
these that some half 
empty 


churches would be filled, that in this 
new departure there, would be a lifting 
up, on elevation to higher ground, and 
the placing of the church upon a plane 


principle is on p: 
ment of American labor and industry."

alike, will combine to soundly flax the 
unsafe element labeled the Democratic 
party. It is wholly unnecessary to pre- 
dict a Republican victory, this predic- 
tion is altogether too common. The vic- 
tory is as certain as the sun shines 
and every citizen, and politician well 
knows it. 
The only gucssable feature 


is the size of the majority, and it will 
assuredly not go below 80,000 aud a 100,- 
000 is prophesied.

When the Racine county board of sup- 


ervisors meet ia. annual 
session 
next 


month they will not receive the same 
proposition from Sheriff Robert Mutter 
to take care of the county jail, feed the 
prisoners and perform other duties, as 
was presented and accepted last year. 


A year's experience has convinced Mr. 


Mutter that the amount of his bid is 
too small in comparison with the work 
expected and expenses incurred. The 
county pays the sheriff 
a salary of 


$2,000 per annum. The bid to 
take 


care of the jail, etc., was $4,500, making 
a total from the county of S6,500. This 
of course does not include the civil busi- 
ness. 


WHAT $4,500 PAYS FOE. 


For the $4,500 Mr. Mutter has board- 


ed all prisoners confined in the jail, at- 
tended to the washing and cleaning; 
taken all prisoners to Waupnn; state 
reformatory at Green Bay; 
home for 


feeble minded, school of dependent chil- 
dren at Sparta; Waukesha 
industrial 


school at Waukesha; industrial school 
at Milwaukee; asylum at Oshkosh and 
the Hacine county asylum. 


During the year he has taken to Wau- 


pun eleven prisoners; to the Oshkosh 
asylum, fifteen patients, 
to 
Chippewa 


Falls, five; industrial school at Wauke- 
sha three; St. Francis, one; St. Rose, 
Milwaukee, one; Racine county asylum, 
one; Green Bay reformatory, two. 


RENUMERATION INADEQUATE. 
The expense of this work 
and 
the 


traveling has eaten a big hole in both 
the salary and contract price. In addi- 
tion to this he is obliged to pay nil ex- 
penses of traveling after prisoners on 
warrants in the state and when he goes 
ouiside of the state, about the 
actual 


expenses are allowed. Then there is the 
salary of the under sheriff and the de- 
puty and the price of necessaries of life 
are higher. When the expenses are paid 
there is little left of the $6,000 receiv- 
ed for salary and on the contract price. 


BACK TO FEE SYSTEM. ' 


In conversation with the sheriff Inst 


evening he said that when h<? presented 
his proposition to the county board at 
the coming meeting it would be $5.000 
to $5,500 for the work and that if the 
bonrd turned it down he would conduct 
the office under the old plan, or on 
fees for the keeping and,, boarding of 
prisoners, traveling, etc., as the law al- 
lows. 


GIVEN $15 A WEEK ALIMONY 


Mra. Mary Roseval Allowed Sum Pondlnc 


Outcome ot Divorce Suit. 


The divorce case of Mary Roseval, 


who asks for a separation-from her hus- 
band, John Roseval. was argued, in the 
circuit court this morning. The com- 
plainant was allowed $15 a week ali- 
mony pending the outcome of the trial, 
which 
may not 
be continued unless 


agreed upon by the attorneys handling 
the case until next April. 


In her complaint Mrs. Roseval charg- 


ed that they were married in 1801. That 
they have four children. That after n 
few years of nfarried life the defendant 
commenced to illtrcat and abuse her; 
that he said vile words in the presence 
of the

and

friends; that he used physical violence, 
threats of bodily injury to herself and 
children and that he assaulted her. 


In 1002 she fled f-rom her home and 


commenced action 
which

drawn; she lived with him and again 
he abused her; tried to strike her with 
a hammer; charged her with infidelity; 
that she is in constant fear and afraid 
of her life and also the life of her 
youngest child; that he obliged her to 
perform manual labor on the farm; that 
he is the owner of a 00 acre farm worth 
$100 to $125 an ncre and has a mort- 
gage for from $3,000 to $4,000. She is 
without means and living with the fam- 
ily of Joseph Yctmar. The court allow- 
ed $15 a week alimony pending the suit. 


About one year ago she commenced 


suit for separation, but through the in- 
fluence of friends she went back.

I visited the factory 
at Petersburg where excelsior is man- 
ufactured. Nine men are employed-, 
though this plant is to be moved else- 
where. However, th-ere te a 
larger 


one at Viola, -employing fifteen* men. 
The stuff is used to upholstering, for 
mattresses and for packing goods. The 
woods used are bass-wood and poplar. 
Ingenious machanism of knives, ply- 
iug in both directions with great speed, 
shave the wood into the desired form, 
and it is pressed into bales weighing 
some eiglity pounds. The Viola mill 
turns out a ton in ten hours, and is 
working day and night. 


Traveled oil Foot. 


I took the trip on foot, as I have 


done on previous occasions. The com- 
inunrMleu run from 200 or 300 people 
up to 800 at Soldier's Grove. 
That 


place and La, Farge rejoice in electric 
light systems. Soldier's Grove- is the

Some interesting statistics regarding 


the presence of tuberculosis In British 
herds are given In a bulletin issued 
by the bureau of animal industry. The 
animals tested were those engaged for 
exportation to this country in 1901 and 
1902 and numbered Ij665, representing 
eleven breeds. 
Of these 230 head, or 


13.9 per cent, were rejected as tuber- 
culous. This is a bad enough record 
for British stock, but It would be much 
worse were the Channel island cattle 
excluded from the count. Of the 377 
cattle which eanie direct from the isles 
of Jersey and Guernsey only one was 
rejected, and this was a doubtful case. 
But of the Queruseys from Great Brit- 
ain 19.3 per cent and of the Jerseys 
54.76 per cent were tuberculous. 
. This ought to effectually dispose of 
the idea that a disposition to tubercu- 
losis is inherent In Jerseys, for in their 
native land it seems to be unknown, 
says Stockman and Farmer. 
As to 


Britain's troubles we are willing to 
leave them to the British. We have 
others nearer borne. Ail we need to do 
is to give our cattle plenty of sunlight 
and fresh air, cold aa well as warm, 
and the disease will not trouble them. 
Be careful also as to the origin of new 
members of the herd, and if there is 
any suspicion of danger resort to tha 
best means of finding it out. Common 
sense management, light and air are 
the sure foes of disease of all kinds. 


Feed Dnlrr Coira Liberally. 


Dairymen often forget that more 


than half the feed given a cow must go 
for maintenance. From this there are 
of course no direct returns. To get a 
large flow of milk the ration must be 
liberal. The best dairy cow is nearly 
always a big eater. 
Give her plenty 


of good food and a variety.

has always tested 4 per cent butter fat. 
She has been milked almost continu- 
ously since she was two years old. She 
has never been thoroughly fitted for 
the show ring, but has won more or 
less in prizes every year of her life.

first in her class at the New York state 
fair and also the female championship 
of the breed, rn 1902 also standing first 
in class at Hartford, Pa., and having 
been a member of the grand champion- 
ship herd, open to all breeds, and a 
member of the first prijie Devon herd.— 
American Cultivator. 


Calves For tlie Dairy. 


In raising heifer calves for use in 


the dairy I prefer to let them stay 
with the mothers for twenty-four 
hours and then turn the mothers into 
them three times a day for four or five 
days in order that they may have 
three meals a day by natural method 
until they get a fair start. I usually 
sprinkle a little salt upon the calf aa 
soon as it is dropped in order that the 
mother may lap it dry and be the 
readier for her warm drink a little 
later. If the weather Is cold I take 
the calf to warmer quarters immedi- 
ately and rub it dry with B cloth, be- 
ginning at once to feed by hand. A 
quart of the mother's milk three times 
a day is enoxigh for the first week. 
All milk fed for the first three months 
Is warmed to blood heat or given fresh 
from 
the 
cow.—Thomas Hallls in

aa Mr. Hoard was on the other side of 
the question.

Broomhall cabled that large houses re- 


port a serious situation in flour, with a 
good ilemnnd. ow,ing to uneasiness felt 
rce-nrding Japan and 
Rusaian 
ntt'airs, 


which are regarded as serious. 


A financial item says: With funds 


nccnmulnUng in reserves nnd n growing 
case in the money market, there is no 


longer anr speculation that high inter- 
est rates will be permanent, and on this 
assumption high grade bonds are attrac- 
tive at the present level of prices. One 
reason for the prevailing ease seems to 
be that the heavy railroad borrowings 
expected to develop this fall have not 
come into evidence. This is corrobora- 
tive of the reports of curtailment 
in 


betterment work by the railroads, and 
is capable of an unfavorable interpreta- 
tion. But it has served to ease the pres- 
sure in the monev market.
